A flash fire which was beleved 
caused by a faulty spuce heater 
exploded in the Betty Mocs home 
at the corner of Lake and Vium 
streets about midnight lust) Wed- 
nesday' taking the hves of 
five ochdren ranging im age 
from iwo to mine years. 

The frame home was a muss of 
flames even before the alarm 
could be turned in. A baby sitter, 
Miss Judy Cook, sister of Mrs 
Movs was barely able to escape 
the fire herself. Waking on a 
downstairs couch, the 17-year old 
baby sitter found the entire room 
m flames and just managid to get 
out of the door. 

Killed in the holocaust were 
‘three young sons and two daugh- 
ters of Mrs. Moes, 28. The mother 
was at a neighbors at the time of 
the fire playing cards. 

The victims were Barbara Lynn, 
8; John David, 7: Seott Allen, 6: 
Jainies, 4; and the youngest daugh- 
ter, Billie Faye, 2. 

Two Grayling volunteer firemen, 
Ed and Donald Sorenson, who both * 
live nearby, saw the smoké and~- 
raced to the scene. They attemp- 
ted to enter the home, but were 
beaten back by searing heat, flam- 
es and smoke. 

The flames apparently awoke 
three of the five young victims, 
who were sleeping upstairs. Their 
bodies were found at the head of 
the stairs. They apparently had at- 
tempted to flee, but were trapped. 

Crawford County Coroner Al- 
‘fred Sorenson and Det. Sgt. John 
Jiroeco, state police fire marshal, 
both thought the youngsters suf- 


| focated before the Hames reached 


them, 

Two of the bodies were found 
in their beds. 

Mrs. Moes, although she did not * 
hear the fire whistle, returned
